That is indeed a perfectly well-known 
fact, and it applies to, practically, all 
the railroads. They all break that 
law, and the concerns that they favor 
connive with them. But they say it is 
a bad law ; that it restricts them ina 
way that is contrary to the inevitable 
principles of business. Large shippers, 
they insist, ought, and are bound to 
get better rates than small ones. ‘They 
must discriminate, they say, and the 
law that forbids them to is a mis- 
chievous and impracticable statute 
which circumstances which they can- 
not regulate or control constrain them 
to evade.

will regulate their business methods 
just enough is exceedingly difficult ; 
to enforce it is still more difficult. In 
the absence of such a law we have the 
outrageous abuses that built up the 
Standard Oil Company. With the best 
statute obtainable in force, we have— 
restriction, to be sure; wholesome re- 
striction, but also constant law break- 
ing by reputable men, and the inculca- 
tion upon thousands of railroad em- 
ployees of the conviction that it is not 
wrong to break the law when the law 
is an inconvenient statute. 

Now, this is a bad state of things, 
for habitual statute breaking under- 
mines respect for all laws. It seems 
as if the old saw that says “ All’s fair 
in love and war ”’ ought to be amended 
to read, “ All’s fair in love, war and 
business.’’

Primarily ‘‘ Dante’’ has no coherency. It is a string of 
episodes which tellnostory. Asan exemplar of mysticism, 
leaving to each spectator the choice of making his own 
interpretation of its meaning, it may be interesting. To 
ask the ordinary or even the infrequent theatre-goer as a 
preliminary of his evening’s enjoyment to be familiar with 
the Divine Comedy and the petty squabbles of the little 
Italian republics of the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries 
is entirely too large an order. The best read and most 
intelligent patrons will find themselves puzzled to discover 
in “Dante’’ any logic of plot or situation to justify its 
presentation asadrama. As the basis of a great spectacle 
it might have its reason for being, but even here its possi- 
bilities are limited. Sardou usually takes the full license 
of five acts. The spectacular possibilities of ‘‘Dante,’’ 
properly put, would make the present four acts too long 
for one evening’s entertainment. Hurried along as are 
the mechanical and lurid effects of the scenes from the 
“TInferno,’”’ they lose their spectacular value in order to 
allow time for the extraneous and rather uninteresting 
matter which makes up the rest of the piece. The general

result is that all one sees of the great work with which is 

associated the name of Dante is hurried over to give 

chance for little that is worth while either in literary 
merit or stage interest.

RVING is too great an artist and too astute a 
manager to present with hope of success such a 
production as ‘‘ Dante.”” His name is synonymous 

'G with the best that the modern stage can do, that 

it has ever done. Both as artist and manager he has given 

to the English-speaking theatre an impetus which has had 
its effect wherever plays are done in English. All of 
us who love the stage and stage art owe to him a mighty 
debt of gratitude. Therefore, it is more than painful to see 
him compete unsuccessfully with producers who have only 
taken leaves from his own book. The staging of ‘‘ Dante,”’ 

which, in his hands, should have been impressive as a 

spectacle, is only tawdry, theatrical and unsatisfying. 

The whole succession of scenes in the vision catalogued 

by Dante and Virgil seem more like the old-fashioned pano- 

rama, with the gentleman in the dark explaining the 
pictures, than like the output of the master-mind of Henry 

Irving. David Belasco or Julian Mitchell might have 

presented what is the piéce de résistance of ‘* Dante ’’ with 

more impressiveness. 
comparison. 





This is not reproach nor invidious 
It only shows that in effectiveness others 
have taken their start where the great Englishman left off, 
and have gone beyond him in his own methods. 

Of Dante, Henry Irving makes a most impressive picture. 
He has taken the epic poet at his most serious and tragic. 
There is none of the sunniness of Italy about him. He is 
drawn in the shadow. The faults of the actor we know, 
but in spite of them he makes his Dante a dominant and 
masterful personality throughout the piece.
